ease u w ater motor that w e have recently

Ti l icit veil office r un- our 
pr< -ses. 
W e are amazed that such tv lit 
tie machine (as c< mpared with engines) 
should have such u er< *1 pow er. and vet 
the force of water in obey tug the laws of 
gravity j.> very powerful, 
1 he enormous 
power of a s'team of w ater forced from a 
hy draulic nuzzle,undei from two hundred 
to three h undrt d feet or more of pressure, 
as sometimes used in hy draulic mining, 
is something almost bey ond belief 
The 
qua nldjy of water pa-sing through these 
nozzles in a single day of mining is im­ 
mense. 
A stream of four hundred feet 
vertical pressure delivt rs a blow of up 
wards of 500 (KH) pounds -equivalent to 
about one thousand horse power. 
Louie 
Glass, an ex perienced miner, say s that he 
has seen 
an eight inch stream,
